The slightly built Air Force ma­ 
jor was relaxed and smiling dur­ 
ing yesterday’s tumultuous tribute 
to his 575,000 mile space voyage. 


Wednesday, Cooper will be hon­ 
ored with a tickertape parade in 
New York. Plans called for him 
to ride in a convertible up lower 
Broadway through the financial 
district to city hall where he will 
be given a reception. 


Sunday, Cooper described his 
breathtaking flight—probably the 
last manned space voyage by the 
United States for 18 months—as 
firm proof man can sleep, eat and 
live for long periods in space. 


He told of seeing vivid geograph­ 
ic details, sleeping soundly, eat­ 
ing on schedule although he was 
not too hungry and performing 
numerous experiments assigned to 
him. 


“Really No Problem" 


Cooper described his blazing 
“fireball” re-entry under manual 
control, an emergency step that 
was necessary after the automatic 
system failed in the 20th orbit 
and 
caused 
anxious 
concern 
around the world. 


“There was really no problem,” 
he said.

Polio Shots 


Figure Noted 


Saturday’s polio clinic at the 
Thomas Jefferson school. Bristol 
Township, drew over 2,000 per­ 
sons — the most successful coun­ 
ty clinic this year — but Isaac 
Ben Ezra, chairman of the Lower 
Sucks Committee for the Preven­ 
tion of Polio, feels ifs still not 
enough. 
Ezra, 
whose 
committee 
has 
been urging re-instatement crf the 
school polio program, noted that 
last year 19,400 school age chil­ 
dren in Bristol, Falls, and Middle­ 
town Townships had been given 
inoculations in the school pro­ 
gram. He compared this to the 
number of school age children 
from these townships who were 
given shots in Saturday's only 
clinic in Bristol Township: 1,066. 


The school program was drop­ 
ped this year by the county 
wealth department in favor of 
countywide public clinics. 


Ben Ezra claimed that less than 
5 per cent of school age children 
in Bristol Township have received 
a polio shot this year. The fig­ 
ure for the Pennsbury district, he 
said, was two per cent; for Nest) 
aminy, five per cent.. 


Ben Ezra cited the figures as 
evidence that the health depart 
ment and the county commission­ 
ers were in error when they drop­ 
ped the school program. 


John J. Dodley. “It has been our 
program from the beginning.*' 


The commissioners took action 
because some of the districts hold 
summer school. Andews’ resolu­ 
tion came despite a letter from 
Dr. Meyer in which he said it 
would be “impossible” to begin 
Salk inoculations before the aid 
of the present school year. 


However Dr. Meyer said that 
county department of health would 
aid school districts which decided 
to sponsor the program on their 
own. 


The board also received a letter 
from Union Local 4889 at the 
Fairless Steel Works.
